Washington, Au g. 22 (/P)—Con­ 
gress was all tangled u p in su ch 
formidable difficu lties today that 
gu esses as to the adjou rnment 
date ranged as far ahead as nex t 
Wednesday . 
Some legislators, howev er, in­ 
sisted that congress might qu it 
this Friday . Still others feared 
that hou se members, if they got 
a chance to v ote on the $250,000,- 
000 tax bill qu ickly , wou ld drop 
all else and head for home, thu s 
forcing an impromptu adjou rn­ 
ment. 
Administration leaders 
con­ 
tinu ed to seek speedy action on 
their program. Under limited de­ 
bate, the senate forged ahead for 
a qu ick debate today on the 
Gu ffy bitu minou s coal control 
bill, center of so mu ch argu ment 
abou t constitu tional issu es. 
Friends of the measu re were 
confident that 
it wou ld win. 
They rejoiced in the chamber’s 
rejection y esterday , 44 to 29, of 
an amendment offered by Sena­ 
tor Ty dings (D-MD). 
This amendment wou ld hav e 
cu t the “tax heart” ou t of the 
bill. It wou ld hav e eliminated 
the prov ision u nder which coal 
operators wou ld hav e to pay a 15 
per cent tax on sales, bu t wou ld 
get 90 per cent of it back if they 
complied with code 
prov isions. 
The section is designed to en­ 
force “little NRA” codes of labor 
standards and trade practices. 
Before the senate met today , 
Democratic leader Robinson of

The major amendment adopted 
y esterday was one offered by 
Senator Borah (R-Ida) cu tting 
ou t prov isions ex empting com­ 
ply ing operators from 
certain

Becau se of the amendment the 
hou se, which passed the bill 
some time ago, mu st act again 
on it after senate passage. 
While the hou se debated mis­ 
cellaneou s legislation today , its 
foreign affairs committee met to 
consider a sev en-point neu trality 
plan the senate passed y esterday 
in an attem pt to keep the United 
States ou t of any foreign wars.

shifted ahead to some time

the fu tu re say Febru ary 1, 1936, 
so as to indicate that the legis­ 
lation was not aimed in particu ­ 
lar at the Italian-Ethiopian sit­ 
u ation or any other. 
This is one of sev eral changes 
to be sou ght. Others were de­ 
scribed as broadening the sen­ 
ate’s sev en-point legislation 
to 
inclu de a credit embargo against 
warring nations, and modifica­ 
tions to make the plan more 
“flex ible.” 
The senate’s resolu tion 
con­ 
tained a mandatory embargo on 
ex ports of arms, mu nitions and 
implements of war to all belliger­ 
ents in a foreign conflict in 
which this gov ernment was not 
inv olv ed.

ALLEGED COMMUNIS TS IN 
CALIFORNIA ARE TAKEN 
OUT, TARRED, FEATHERED 


Santa Rosa, Calif., Au g. 22 (/P) 
—Amid gu nfire and tear gas, 300 
self sty led v igilantes tarred and 
feathered two alleged Commu n­ 
ists early today and beat three 
other men after an 
all 
night 
hu nt for agitators. 
Victims of the raid gav e their 
names as Jack Green and Solo­ 
mon Nitzbu rg, who were tarred 
and feathered, and Eld Wolf, 
George Ford, and C. Mey er who 
were beaten and ordered to leav e 
the cou nty . 
Gu nfire and tear gas marked 
the raid when the crowd de­ 
scended u pon the ranch home of 
Nitzbu rg, near Two Rocks. 
The crowd, driv ing 
au tomo­ 
biles with cov ered license plates, 
forced Green to go u p to the res­ 
idence and su mmon the rancher. 
When he reached the door 
there was a bu rst of 
bu ckshot 
from the hou se which sent the 
crowd scu rry ing 
for cov er. 
A 
woman 
inside 
the 
hou se 
screamed “shoot# to kill.” 
Shots continu ed u ntil ammu ­ 
nition was ex hau sted. Members 
of the v igilante 
grou p then 
tossed tear gas bombs inside. 
Nitzbu rg staggered ou t gasping. 
Newspapermen described 
the 
scene as the wildest in Sonoma’ 
cou nty ’s history since three men 
were ly nched sev eral y ears ago 
for the slay ing of three San 
Francisco police officers. 
The crowd shav ed the heads of 
Green and Nitzbu rg and show­ 
ered the men with tar and feath­ 
ers. 
“The men were then driv en 
back to Santa Rosa,” said one of 
the reporters, “and forced 
to 
walk throu gh the center of town 
ahead of the au tomobiles, whose 


occu pants were y elling, jeering 
and honking horns. 
"A woman and sev eral chil­ 
dren ru shed ou t of the Nitzbu rg 
hou se as the crowd drov e away 
and were left 
screaming 
and 
cry ing in the road ou tside 
the 
bu ilding. 
“I nev er saw su ch a fight. Cars 
racing all ov er the cou nty , and 
were those gu y s cau ght scared* 
“The 
v igilantes 
either had 
their faces masked or blackened 
and some wore bu rnt cork mu s­ 
taches. Most of them wore old 
clothes. There were abou t 50 
cars.” 
The action started last night 
when the crowd gathered near a 
bu ilding downtown 
where 
a 
meeting of u nemploy ed workers 
had been 
called. 
Seeing 
the 
crowd gathered few persons en­ 
tered the bu ilding. 
The v igilantes decided to 
go 
ou t and rou nd u p the agitators 
whom they believ ed had called 
the meeting to stir u p trou ble 
among workers in 
the cou nty 
hop harv est, ju st getting u nder 
way .

PROSPERITY WILL TAKE CARE OF ITSELF—RASKOB 


New York, Au g. 22 (/P) — Slice 
the su rplu s fat off bu ilding costs 
and tax es, and prosperity will 
take care of itself, in the belief 
of John J. Raskob. 
That was the su bstance of the 
economic prescription offered to­ 
day in his first interv iew on 
bu siness 
m atters 
in 
many 
months. 
The bright-ey ed, slender, qu i­ 
et little man who resigned the 
chairmanship 
of 
the 
finance 
committee of General Motors 
corporation to head the Demo­ 
cratic National committee du r­ 
ing the 1928 presidential cam­ 
paign, sees no reason why the 
wheels of heav y indu stry cou ld 
not be made to spin as rapaidly 
as hav e, recently , the lighter 
lines of bu siness. He is now a 
director of the giant motor mak­ 
er and of E. I. Du Pont de Ne­ 
mou rs & Co. 
Refu sing to play oracle as to 
immediate bu siness trends or the 


nearby cou rse of secu rities, Ras­ 
kob thinks, nev ertheless, th at 
he sees clearly enou gh the key 
logs in the economic jam which 
impedes the retu rn of the cou n­ 
try to the economic normal that 
to him means “not like 1929, bu t 
a job for ev ery body th at’s em­ 
ploy able.” 
In his qu iet u nemphatic way 
he rejected flatly the idea that 
it is a “strike of capital” which 
is impeding recov ery in capital 
goods lines. It is not a “strike,” 
he thinks, bu t a combination of 
common sense and economics 
which prev ents the possessors of 
capital from placing it at work 
in heav y indu stry . 
“You cou ldn’t ev en get a wash­ 
woman with $500 to risk it in a 
bu siness that only paid 4 per 
cent,.” Raskob said, then pointed 
ou t that if tax es take as mu ch 
as two-thirds of the profit from 
an u ndertaking which inv olv es 
the risk of loss any way , ev en 


thou gh it made 12 per cent, the 
net retu rn wrou ld be only 4 per 
cent. 
Combine lower tax es with a 20 
per cent cu t in bu ilding costs, 
Raskob believ es, and y ou hav e 
the tou chstone which transforms 
stagnation into prosperity . 
“The bu ilding trades u nions 
ou ght to cu t wages 20 per cent 
for the sake of a fu ller pay en­ 
v elope and a fu ller week’s w&rk,” 
Raskob su ggested. 
Some 2,500,000 of the u nem­ 
ploy ed, he calcu lated, are bu ild­ 
ing trades workers. Behind each 
of these jobless workers stands 
a man who shou ld be in the steel 
plant, or the qu arry or the ce­ 
ment mill. Employ the bu ilding 
artisan and his inv isible helper 
also goes back on the pay roll, 
cu tting 5,000,000 from the total 
of jobless employ ables. 
The stimu lation to the rail­ 
roads resu lting from a rise in 
the bu ilding indu stry might ea s­ 


ily absorb another half-million 
men, he thinks, and the serv ice 
occu pations, rev iv ed by the ad­ 
ditional flow of wages, cou ld soak 
u p the balance of the jobless. 
When it was su ggested to the 
little man spinning his prosper­ 
ity tapestry so flawlessly , th at it 
might not work so smoothly in 
practice, he shook his head in 
disagreement, v igorou sly , show­ 
ing the bald-spot at the crown. 
“Lower costs can nlhke things 
hu m,” he insisted. “Ford did it 
in 1921,” he continu ed, recalling 
the time when the riv al motor 
magnate cu t car prices to cost 
and made $100,000,000 in a y ear 
as costs went down on increased 
v olu me. 
“Au tomobiles led the 
way ou t of the 1921 depression.” 
The Mellon-Coolidge tax pro­ 
gram of 1924, scrapping the v ery 
high war-time su rtax es on large 
incomes, he believ es was at the 
base of the later indu strial pros­ 
perity .

LEVY TO RAISE $52,000 
OF REQUIRED $8 2,000 


The tax lev y for the Ru shv ille 
school city will remain at $1.05 
for 1936, according to the bu dget 
proposal adopted by the local 
board. 
The bu dget calls for $52,301 to 
operate the city schools du ring 
the y ear. This is an increase of 
$2,000 ov er this y ear. 
The largest items of ex pense 
in the operation of the schools 
are salaries for teachers. The 
high school teachers are listed at 
$22,943 and elementary teachers 
at $28,902. 
The bu dget is classified in two 
major sections, one for special 
school fu nd and the other the 
tu ition fu nd. 
Under the special school fu nd 
the bu dget is $24,414 and u nder 
the tu ition fu nd the bu dget is 
$52,000. The difference between 
the total of abou t $82,000 re­ 
qu ired to operate the schools, is 
made u p in money prov ided by 
the state.
